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Maggi Hambling 
The Brixton Heron

I f you’ve passed through Brixton lately, 
you may have noticed a new addition 
to the skyline. High above the junction 
of Coldharbour Lane and Brixton Road, 
on the Art Deco rooftop of Dex, sits a giant 
metallic heron. He sits surveying the square 
below with imperious detachment while 
enjoying his catch. 

The creator of this 
magnificent weather vane is 
the celebrated sculptor Maggi 
Hambling. The work is very 
much in keeping with the style 
she’s famed for - it’s bold, 
handsome and very hard to 
miss. Though, if anything, 

Brixton has actually been blessed 
with a relatively conservative 
work from an artist whose 
previous public sculptures 
of scallops on the beach at 
Aldeburgh and Oscar Wilde at 
Charing Cross, have both been 
ostentatious and enormously 
controversial (the former has been 
repeatedly sabotaged by irate locals). 

Not that such criticism bothers 
Hambling: “Well, you can’t please 
all of the people all of the time,” 
she says in a delightfully warm 
and engaging tone which is slightly at 
odds with her formidable appearance. 
“Having said that,” she qualifies rather 
mischievously, “I am delighted with the 
reception for the heron. It really seems to 
be very popular, which is most unlike me!” 

Such self-deprecating humour is a 
characteristic of Hambling who has always 
been outspoken and honest throughout 
her long and distinguished career. It’s a 
combination she thinks a sculptor must 
have. “All you can do is be true to yourself 
and your inspiration, because once you’ve 
made a work of art, it leaves the studio and 
has a life of its own, and there’s nothing more 
you can do about it.” 


When Hambling was asked by Lambeth 
Council to design a piece to celebrate the 
completion of the Brixton regeneration 
project, she immediately envisaged a 
weather vane. “I’ve lived around the area 
for years. When I went to Camberwell Art 
College -1 think that was 1964 -1 lived 
on Coldharbour Lane and one of the things 
I always loved was the diverse community 
in Brixton. So that’s why I immediately 
thought of a weather vane because it reflects 
the many directions 



actually a heronry on Effra Road. Not to 
mention that the sculpture is adjacent to 
the fish market, so the fish in its mouth is 
significant as well. Honestly,” she says with 
joyous exasperation, “you don’t know where 
these ideas come from but so often art 
becomes relevant to an area.” 

Hambling’s heron is not just a work of art 
but also a feat of design and engineering. 

At over three metres in height, the mobile 
sculpture is a considerable weight and had 
to be lifted into place by crane. As a weather 
vane it also has to be in perfect balance to 
turn easily in the wind - all of which took 
Hambling and a team of master metal 
workers several months to complete. 

“We installed it in the dead of night and 
as it began turning the silver side caught the 
moonlight and it was a magical moment,” 
she recalls. “We then came back for the 
official launch during the day and, as we 
released a bunch of balloons, some school 
children down below began cheering. 

It really was a wonderful start and I really 
hope it continues to excite people as much. 



from which the 
town’s residents 
have come.” 

She’s less certain 
of the origin of the great heron however 
- though she has since discovered it was 
a rather opportune choice. “In the course 
of working on it, lots of things came to 
light which made the whole project highly 
serendipitous,” she explains. “It turns 
out that herons have been associated 
with Brixton for years. 

“There’s a Heron Road; Herne Hill 
was supposed to have been Heron Hill 
originally, and what’s more, there was 


“You never 
know,” she adds chuckling, “it might 
even become a symbol of Brixton!” 

Quite right. After all, if they can have 
the Angel of the North, we can certainly 
have the Heron of Brixton.

D ulwich Picture Gallery, England’s 
first public art gallery, has another 
first to celebrate. On the eve of its 
bicentenary, the gallery has acquired its first 
piece of contemporary sculpture, as part 
of the permanent collection. 

Peter Randall-Page’s imposing Walking 
the Dog, a sculpture inspired by the 
building and its three founders - Sir Francis 
Bourgeois and Mr and Mrs Noel Desenfans 
- consists of three meticulously carved 
glacial boulders. It was purchased and 
presented to the gallery by the Art Fund, 
a membership charity that helps museums 
and galleries buy artwork through grants, 
campaigning and fundraising. Recognising 
the significance of Dulwich Picture 
Gallery’s bicentenary, it is the first time 
the organisation has funded an entire work. 

The gallery came to be when, in 1811, 
Fondon art dealers Bourgeois and 
Desenfans left their Royal Collection, 
commissioned by the last King of Poland 
before he was forced into exile, to Dulwich 
College. Along with Old Masters by 
the likes of Rembrandt, Van Dyck and 
Gainsborough, was the instruction that his 
friend and architect Sir John Soane should 
build a gallery to house the pictures. 

“I’ve always loved the gallery,” says 
Randall-Page, as he anxiously watches 
his sculpture being lowered into place. 

“It’s a fantastic building and, for its period, 
it’s quite unique. Almost like a modernist 
building, it’s very kind of spare and 
beautifully proportioned.” 

He was introduced to gallery director 
Ian Dejardin by a friend who lives near, 
and loves, Dulwich Picture Gallery. 
Dejardin had long been a fan of 
Randall-Page’s work and, aware 
of the upcoming bicentenary, the seed 
for the special commission was planted. 
Randall-Page was invited to spend time 
at the gallery, making sketches and 
contemplating an approach to the piece. 


“It’s a very plain building in many ways. 
One of the only architectural elements are 
the sort of friezes you can see around the 
top,” explains Randall-Page, “a sort of motif 
you see in Greek and Egyptian architecture. 
It relates to a kind of architectural ornament 
called a ‘running dog’. When I was drawing 
these friezes, I realised that, at first, they 
appear to be very regular, but actually there’s 
all sorts of interesting variations going on 

I’ve always loved 
the gallery.

- symmetry and inversions in the way the 
frieze has been done. I realized the actual 
pattern relates very strongly to a particular 
kind of natural phenomena I’ve been 
interested in for a long time.” 

At this point, Randall-Page launches into 
an insightful homily on natural phenomena 
and the variety of form we see in nature, 
from patterns on mackerel and stripes on 
zebra to random disparities. “People often 
think of patterns as a kind of superficial, 


decorative add on; in fact, a pattern is 
fundamental to the whole way the universe 
fits together from an atomic level - it’s all 
to do with patterns.” 

Other than nature, one wonders who his 
influences are? Henry Moore, following the 
huge exhibition of his works at Tate Britain 
earlier in the year, and the ensuing debates 
on public art, springs immediately to mind. 

“You couldn’t be making sculpture in the 
20th or 21 st century, particularly in Britain, 
without Henry Moore being an enormous, 
dominant figure, but he’s not such a direct 
influence. When I lived in Fondon I lived 
quite near the British Museum and spent a 
huge number of years studying ancient art, 
particularly Egyptian and pre-Columbian 
South American cultures.” 

As a young aspiring artist, it was 
Romanian sculptor Constantin Brancusi 
who made an impression: “I went on a 
college trip to Paris and we went to the 
reconstruction of Brancusi’s studio. I think 
that was the moment that really galvanized 
me to want to become a sculptor.” 

And here, back in south east Fondon, 
we’re sure glad he did.

Sydenham’s Sarah Jane Evans tastes chocolate for a living; 
SHANNON DENNY endeavours to learn all the tricks of her trade 



I n the course of being a journalist you 
become accustomed 
to meeting people 
whose lives you cannot 
help but covet. 

Accomplished actors, 
successful sportswomen, 
lauded chefs - these people 
have shared their stories with 
me and in so doing tested the 
outer limits of my envy. But 
author Sarah Jane Evans takes 
the cake. Or, more accurately, 
the artisanal single estate 
70 percent dark chocolate bar. 

Sarah Jane’s book Chocolate 
Unwrappedbixs the shelves this 
month, just in time for readers to 
get well and truly stuck into 
Chocolate Week, 11 to 17 October. 

A real foodie - not to mention a 


consummate 
professional-her 
sacrifice in the name 
of science has been 
considerable. 

“I’m on a path 
of discovery,” she 
laughs. “For this 
book I must have 
tasted-I can’t 
imagine how 
many bars!” 
How does 
one craft a 
career around 
eating 
chocolate? 
Sarah Jane 
started out 
in book publishing 
and later moved into magazines, eventually 


finding a happy home as associate editor 
at BBC Good Food magazine. “During that 
time I was commissioning Oz Clarke and 
Jenny Goulden to write for me about wine 
and thought, ‘Well this isn’t rocket science; 
I’m sure I could do this’.” 

And so my jealousy deepens - Sarah Jane 
landed my dream job via yet another dream 
job, that of wine connoisseur. She holds a 
Master ofWine qualification, a status only 
280 people in the world can currently claim, 
and it apparently holds her in good stead. 

“One of the things it does is make you 
learn how to discriminate and describe 
flavours - and this can apply in wine or in 
food. I found that the skill I developed in 
wine began to have a very useful application 
to convey to people in ordinary words why 
something tastes delicious, or interesting, 
or awful.” 

Before diving into the wonderful world of 
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When she’s not testing the chocolatey 
tablets offered at Londons chicest delis, she 
finds plenty in south London to satisfy her 
interests in food, wine and books. Domali 
in Crystal Palace, Babur in Forest Hill 
and Green & Blue in Lordship lane get her 
emphatic thumbs up, while a devotion 
to the printed page is indulged at both 
Bookseller Crow and Dulwich Books. 

A series of book signings and tasting 
events across the capital is planned, and 
so Sarah Jane is set to spread the word. 

“The key thing is that people get out of 
their comfort zone. It’s what I’ve always 
said about wine, and I think it’s the same 
about chocolate,” she explains. “I approach 
each bar with a spirit of adventure!” This, 

I believe, could be the very best career advice 
I’ve ever received, and make the concerted 
decision to immediately comply. #

cocoa, she first wrote a book about coffee 
- which confirms my suspicion that she 
leads a very charmed life. “The thing that 
makes a chocolate different is where it 
comes from, how it’s made, how it’s 
processed, which kind of bean it comes 
from. So it’s exactly like wine, or coffee,” 
she observes. “I’ve got a unique combination 
of fascination with taste and flavour in wine 
and coffee, and then also - who could not 
be interested in chocolate!?” 

Her own interest started early, and goes 
straight back to south London where she 
has spent almost her entire life. “My 
grandmother lived in a cottage opposite 
the Crown and Greyhound pub in Dulwich 
Village. I remember she used to have 
a corner cupboard high up on the wall. 

As a small child it felt to me it must have 
been on the ceiling. In that she kept 
chocolate which was brought out as 
a sort of ritual thing on rare occasions.” 

Her parents moved into the 
Sydenham Hill home she now shares 
with her family after the Second World 
War, and here too lurk early 
memories of the dark stuff. “My 
father used to have in a desk - we still 
have it in the house - in one drawer 
the chocolate he liked, which was a

Lindt bar,” she says. “It was dark chocolate. 

I remember the first time I found it opening 
it up, and then there was this terrible bitter 
taste in my mouth!” 

Fortunately, this early aversion was only 
a temporary setback and we can all be 
grateful for Sarah Jane’s selfless perseverance. 
Her new book is a global exploration of 
more than 80 fine producers of chocolate 
bars detailing histories, origins, taste 
profiles, aromas and more. 

You’ll find information on how to 
taste like an expert, the differing national 
qualities and exquisite flavours from around 
the world, as well as the story of chocolate, 
its place in history and its journey from 
tree to top chocolate shop. You won’t find 
Mars bars or violet creams in these pages 
though; the focus is on the diversity and 
sophistication of artisan chocolatiers 
so prepare your vocabulary for the arrival 
of exotic brands like Bachhalm, Blanxart 
and Beschle. 

“We are in the centre of a very exciting 
time,” says Sarah Jane. “There’s a lot 
happening in the chocolate world.” 

Not only has there been a real explosion 
of creativity, there is also a 
growing appreciation for real, 
unadulterated cocoa among 
eaters and producers alike. 

“A lot of them are interested 
in the flavour of the actual 
chocolate itself, which is 
expressed in the bar.”

AUTUMN REDS 

IT’S WINDY AND WILD out there, so time for some indoor 
warming reds to toast in the autumn. Try Villa de Moreschi 
Moltepulciano D’Abruzzo 2009. An Italian medium bodied wine 
that oozes plum prune and blackberry. Really lovely and bursting 
with fruit - fab with pasta and other autumnally warming dishes. 
Easy but sophisticated drinking. 

Or how about a new worldy version? Wolleimi Cabernet Shiraz 
2009 from south east Australia. Smooth, strong blackcurrant with 
a sexy twist of black crackly pepper, it’s a mouthful of sunshine 
to cheer up your spag bol. Both are great finds, and both are from 
Sainsbury’s at a glorious £5.99 (or two for £8). 

For a super French cows cheese, try Saint-Felicien from the Rhone 
Alps. Matured for at least six weeks, it comes in its own earthenware 
bowl and goes all gooey if you leave it out of the fridge - definitely 
worth sticking your finger in. It’s more buttery than a camembert, 
but still strong (£6.75 for 180g from The Cheese Block). Enjoy it 
with Ruth Gingery mango sauce from Blue Mountain Cafe (£1.99 
a bottle) - a piquant lick of mango and ginger (and useful for perking 
up of a stir fry). 

Or try some highly praised, handmade sweet lime chutney 
by St John and Dolly Smith, made to their coveted family recipe 
(£5.95 a jar from Romeo Jones). Unbelievable flavour - a surge 
of tangy sweet limey spices including ginger and curry leaves that 
positively dance on the tongue. I 
could almost eat a jar solo. 

Time to bat for the other side 
- 1 managed to pick up this Viognier 
Les Jamelles 2008 (a very difficult 
grape to grow, allegedly) at the 
Co-op (£5.99). Bursting with 
apricots, peaches and pears 
from grapes grown around 
Carcassonne (a v-trendy French 
historical town). Smooth, fruity and 
very versatile, it’s equally lovable 
as an aperitif or with dessert. •

THE LEMON GROVE 


In the middle of the hustle and bustle of Forest Hill is tranquil hideaway, 
The Lemon Grove. This cafe, a stone’s throw from 
the Horniman Museum, provides Vietnamese and Thai cuisine, along with 
all-day breakfasts, panini, Fair Trade tea and coffee and the most 
delectable cakes, smoothies and fresh juices. 

It is refreshing to come across a child-friendly place, with an inviting 
ramp at the entrance for buggies, baby changing facilities and high 
chairs. My one-year-old son loved the strawberry and raspberry smoothie 
and couldn’t keep his eyes off the array of cookies and gingerbread 
men on offer. 

The vegetable dumplings and the Vietnamese fishcakes to start were 
light and full of flavour, just enough to whet our appetites. The main 
course, prawn laksa (curried noodle soup) was the perfect comfort food for curling up on the sofa with on a rainy day while those 
flavours carry me off to the far East. The chicken pad thai with roasted peanuts was beautifully presented. Needless to say both 
dishes were polished off in record speed. 

The cakes were irresistible, too. The lemon polenta 
cake was light and fluffy while the carrot cake was the 
most delicious I have tasted (and, trust me, 

I have sampled many in my time). I intend to make 
The Lemon Grove my regular hangout, even if it is just 
to grab a slice of carrot cake...

LAUGHING GRAVY IS the title 
of a Laurel and Hardy film about 
their dog, Laughing Gravy. No 
canines nor slapstick reside 
inside the recently re-launched 
restaurant of the same name, 
but nevertheless it raises a smile. 

The 50-seater spot is slightly 
off the beaten track favoured 
by visitors to the Young Vic, 

Old Vic, Union Theatre and 
new Waterloo Theatre, but it’s 
worth discovering - especially 
when the renowned Anchor 
&Hope is packed. 

Chef Michael Facey has 
worked alongside John Torode 
and Mark Hix, and so he has a 


firm handle on modern British 
cuisine. In a fine balance 
of proportions, the salmon, 
watercress and new potato 
salad is heartier than it sounds. 
Its components come not 
regimentally laid out but 
blended instead with the 
lightest touch. 

The salmon is particularly 
notable, heated in oil only long 
enough to seal the outside 
to a gold, sweet crisp. The 
homemade mayo dressing 
on new potatoes is a key 
player too. 

If my selection suggests 
restraint was the order of the 


day, let me 
tell you about 
the chips. 
These were 



not ordinary; 
they are worth 
walking on 
coals for. 

Mr Facey could teach a 
masterclass in their making; 

I imagine his secrets are 
potatoes that aren’t too floury 
and the cleanest oil. A sprinkle 
of salt, vinegar or ketchup was 
not even needed. 

G&T posset was the finale. 
Served in a generous glass 
tumbler, this shares something 


in common with key lime pie. 
However the crust is really 
a crumble on top, made from 
sweet and very lightly toasted 
nuts. Tart limejuice - so much 
more emphatic than lemon 
- really fizzes on the tongue 
while the hint of juniper pays 
homage to a true British classic.

THE PISTACHIO CLUB is no 

more. I never made it there 
myself, but some said it did 
fantastic fish and vegetable 
dishes, others thought it lagged 
behind the competition. Curry, it 
seems, is a very personal thing. 

Standing proud on that prime 
corner plot now is Veer Zara, 
so named after a hit Bollywood 
film. The place had been open 
only six days when I visited with 
friends, and while snooping 
around the East Dulwich 
Forum, it seems a member of 
the local curry club had beaten 
us to it. But while he found the 
food to be ‘standard stuff’, 


I enthusiastically doggie-bagged 
our leftovers and enjoyed it all 
over again the next day. We did, 
however, agree the food was 
less than swift to reach our 
tables - teething troubles? 

Paralysed by indecision, my 
friends and I enlisted the help 
of our waiter to recommend 
a few dishes. To start, following 
the irresistible poppadoms 
and chutneys, we sampled 
atandoor-chargrilled sheek 
kebab that was full of fresh 
herbs, a particularly good 
chicken chaat in a thick, tomato 
sauce, and a king prawn 
butterfly, marinated with spices 



and deep fried 
(perhaps 
too fried -1 
wasn’t overly 
enamoured 
with this one). 

We moved 
on to the Bengal king prawn in 
a rich-red sauce, chicken dum 
ka silsila with roasted coconut 
and aromatic spices, and the 
korola lamb with Veer Zara 
spices. The prawn and lamb 
dishes were of particular note 
-chunky-chopped peppers, 
onion and garlic making them 
fresh, colourful and satisfyingly 
substantial. Throw in a garlic 


naan, a peshwari, basmati rice, 
mixed veg and saag aloo on the 
side, and its no surprise there 
was call for a doggie bag! 

Throughout the meal staff 
were attentive and friendly, 
keeping us well watered with 
a few bottles of Cobra (also 
available as draft). I highly 
recommend you give it a shot.

LOCAL ISSUE 



C ycling is big business these days, 
as evidenced by the recently 
introduced Barclays Bikes in 
central London. If the capital’s aim is 
to get people fit, while reducing pollution 
and congestion, then we need look no 
further than these two wheels. But cycling 
is hardly a modern phenomena; the first 
bicycles date to the mid-1800s and it wasn’t 
long until arenas in which to race these new 
machines began to emerge. 

The Velodrome at Herne Hill was one of 
numerous purpose-built tracks constructed 
by the Victorians as the popularity of this 
new activity flourished. Considered a 
state-of-the-art leisure complex in the 
1890s, coming decades saw the Velodrome’s 
prestige grow. It wasn’t unheard of for more 
than 10,000 people to pack the grandstands, 
cheering on the plucky British amateur’s 
who shared the track with many of Europe’s 
professional racers. 

In 1948, the Velodrome’s popularity 
peaked when it played a leading role in 
the London Olympics, but ensuing decades 
saw attendances begin to wane. Then, in 
the 1990s, a resurgence of sorts began, and 


today cycling in the capital is more popular 
than ever. Which begs the question; why, 
with the government committed to getting 
people on their bikes, is this historic venue 
now struggling for survival? 

The problem stems from a reluctance 
on the part of the leaseholders to commit 
to anything more than a one-year renewal 
of the track’s license. Without long-term 
security, the Velodrome - currently 
managed by British Cycling - cannot attract 
serious financial support from potential 
partners, and without such support the 
leaseholders can’t justify a longer license. 

It’s a textbook Catch 22. 

Ironically, the club is now more popular 
- and financially successful - than it has 
been for many years, thanks to the hard 
work ofVC Londres, a local cycling club 
which handles the day-to-day management 
of the Velodrome. The club’s understanding 
of local needs has taken the venue from 
a loss-maker to a very successful and 
profitable community-based project. 

Peter Cattermole, chairman ofVC 
Londres, explains what is required to secure 
the venue’s future: “Ideally, we would like to 


see either a major corporate or government 
entity commit to long-term funding to 
secure our position. However, without 
a long lease, this is going to be difficult 
to achieve. The Velodrome is now extremely 
popular; we’ve introduced 150 new bikes 
and continually add new sessions to meet 
demand. In the summer, we have something 
going on every night of the week and we also 
run holiday clubs for kids. Five local schools 
regularly come here.” 

It’s clear that popular demand is not 
a problem, but in an age of financial 
prudence, the club requires more than 
goodwill to keep the Velodrome afloat. 

It seems extraordinary that a profitable 
venture like this, which so closely mirrors 
government goals as regards transport, 
fitness and general wellbeing, is now 
struggling for survival. 

As one local resident and supporter of 
the venue opined: “We can only hope that 
someone sees sense and does something 
to secure the Velodrome’s future; losing 
it would be an absolute tragedy.”

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CHARLOTTE LIVINGSTONE talks to acclaimed Peckham choreographer 
Lea Anderson about rhythm, gender roles and pushing the boundaries 


F or more than 25 years, two 

high-octane dance companies 
have been taking the world by storm. 
But their roots remain firmly in SE15... 

The Cholmondeleys and 
The Featherstonehaughs are the brainchild 
of Peckham resident and innovative 
choreographer Lea Anderson. 

It all began in 1984 when Lea 
- along with Teresa Barker and 
Gaynor Coward - fresh from 
graduating from Laban Dance 
School, wanted to shake things up 
by forming all-female dance company 
The Cholmondeleys. The aim was 
simple: “We wanted to make a really 
exciting dance company. Coming 
from a dance background, it’s pretty 
female-dominated, and people are so 
pleased to get a man involved.” Rather 
than start a company with a token 


male they wanted a punchy group of 
women. “We thought it would be really 
cool to be all female, rather than being 
a bit second rate.” 

Second rate it certainly is not, and from 
the start her choreography has pushed 
conventional boundaries. One of her early 


productions, Car , was performed outdoors 
across the UK. A Saab 900 pulled up 
outside, say, a cafe, The Cholmondeleys 
leapt out, dazzled onlookers with a show, 
got back in and drove away. So, where did 
this idea of taking performances away from 
theatre spaces come from? 

“When we started I just tried to 
find places that would put on our 
work and to the kind of audiences 
I wanted to appeal to,” says Lea. 
“So we supported bands or went 
to gallery openings and we’d be in 
places you wouldn’t normally see 
dance. I had to make dance that 
would work in that environment. 
It’s also more fun to take it to 
different places.” 

South London through 
and through, Lea was born in 
Waterloo, moved to New Cross

where she went to school (before a brief leap 
to north London) and then moved back to 
Peckham when she started her degree at 
Laban Dance Centre (nowTrinity Laban) 

- she’s lived there ever since. 

“It’s got a lovely feel, it’s so green and 
I even like the fact that north Londoners 
don’t like it. People who don’t live there seem 
to have the Tear of Peckham’,” she laughs. 

Four years after The Cholmondleleys, 

Lea formed all-male dance company, 

The Featherstonehaughs - was this a 
statement about the battle of the sexes? 

“It started off as a one-off performance 
at a women’s festival in the 1980s,” says 
Lea. “We thought it would be really funny 
if the women performed throughout it 
and then at the end a bunch of men came 
out, did a show-stopping dance and took 
all the credit.” Gender can also affect the 
meaning, explains Lea: “With Car we did 
it with all women because there’s more of 
a tension there. It gives you something else 
to play around with in the subject matter. 

It’s also really fun.” 


There’s that word again. Lea clearly gets 
a huge amount of enjoyment from her 
work, an approach that explains why 
the companies have such strange names 
- Cholmondeleys is pronounced chumlees’ 
and Featherstonehaughs Tanshaws’. 

“I found Featherstonehaughs when 
I was looking in the book on how to 
pronounce Cholmondeleys,” she says. 

“I did it for a joke and now it’s become 
a marketing nightmare!” 

Jokes aside, it is clear that whatever 
Lea’s methods, they are working. After 
more than two decades both companies 
are still going strong and this autumn 
The Featherstonehaughs kick off their 
first solo UK tour (without The 
Cholmondeleys) in 12 years, with two 
spellbinding shows landing in London 
at the beginning of November. 

So why now? “Quite often you make 
work in light of the last bit of work you 
made in order to explore things 
you never did.” After thinking 
about male/female/unisex 
roles on stage, and 
combining that with her 
idea to translate film 
conventions to the stage, 

Edits was born. The show 
sees men playing film star 
women, grand dames 
and femme fatales to 
“emphasise the 
theatricality 
and fantasy 
aspect”. 

The show 
translates 
the peculiar 
elasticity of filmic time 
and the 


double the spectacle as it includes a 
reworked feature, the energetic 1998 
The Featherstonehaughs draw on the Sketch 
Books of Egon Schiele , a piece based 
on the artworks of Austrian expressionist 
Schiele. The show adds an extra touch of 
magic with costumes created by three-time 
Oscar winning designer Sandy Powell 
- Lea and Sandy both did a foundation 
course at St Martins and have remained 
friends ever since. Other collaborations 
include choreographing Sam Mendes’ 
legendary production of Cabaret at the 
Donmar Warehouse, and Todd Haynes’ 
Oscar-nominated Bafta award-winning 
film, Velvet Goldmine. 

Constantly challenging the norm and 
unafraid to take risks, the choreography 
behind these two companies offers 
a unique visual experience, and 
The Featherstonhaughs’ new show 
will be no exception. Exciting and 
challenging as well as visually stunning, 

Lea Anderson’s work is always an eagerly 
anticipated event. •

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History Boy 

FELIX BENNETT explores 
Benjamin Waterhouse Hawkins’ 
obsession with extinction 


S tone dinosaurs 
skulk silently, 
frozen in time 
in Crystal Palace Park, 
ridiculed or ignored 
by unimpressed children. 

Created by Benjamin 
Waterhouse Hawkins 
(born 1807), they were 
the world’s first life-size 
dinosaur models, a 
visionary attempt to show 
what the weird fossils 
being discovered might 
have looked like in life. 

It was thought a 
wonder of the age that 
their forms were deduced 
by a few learned 
specialists, sometimes 
from a single fossil bone. 

But here, for the first 
time, any Tom, Dick 
or Harold could clearly 
visualize what “he has 
been hitherto obliged 
to shadow forth in his 
own mind after much 
toilsome reading.” 

Hawkins had married 
at 19 and had several 
children, but by 1836 his 
wife had become a 
depressed religious 
maniac (probably his 
description). He met an 
artist, Louisa Keenan, 
whom he bigamously 
married. They had two 
daughters, and 38 years later his wives 
discovered the deception. He lived at 22 
Belvedere Road in Anerley, nicknamed 
‘Fossil Villa. Most of the time he worked 
like a madman, occasionally socialising 
with James Scott Bowerbank. The rest 
of his spare time was probably spent 
juggling his private life. 

His technical adviser was anatomist 
Richard Owen, inventor of the word 
‘dinosaur’ and rival to Gideon Man tell. 
Owen’s iguanadon was a dumpy 
quadruped with a spike on its nose; 


Mantell correctly imagined it as upright 
with spiked thumbs. Fossils found in 
a Belgian coal mine in 1878 settled it, 
but by then Mantell was dead. Hawkins’ 
inaccurate iguanodon is made of iron 
girders, tiles, broken stone, brick 
and cement. Inside is the signature, 

‘B. Hawkins, Builder, 1834.’ 

Three islands in the lake represented 
different geological periods, the 14 
different beasts on them ‘destined to 
roam through the deep Penge morasses’. 
Hawkins worked in his studio in all 


weathers, while the park 
began to resemble a 
‘miniature saurian bog’. 

He sold small models 
and posters as tie-in 
merchandise, something 
the park really ought to 
be doing (perhaps drawn 
by a talented locally- 
based cartoonist?). But 
his PR genius reached its 
peak on New Year’s Eve 
1833, when he held 
a dinner in the mold of 
the iguanadon attended 
by 20 gentlemen and 
Richard Owen. Seven 
courses including mock 
turtle, snipes, filberts, 
and much booze were 
supplied by the Anerley 
Arms. I had a nice pint 
and bag of nuts there 
during my research. 

But in 1855 the funding 
was withdrawn before 
completion - so British! 

Hawkins died in 1894, 
sadly forgotten despite all 
the honours and public 
work, including the 
world’s first mounted 
dinosaur skeleton. Partly 
because of his work, we 
have desired to represent 
the ‘spectacular otherness 
of the ancient world’ 
(scenes from Deep Time , 
Martin Rudwick) ever 
more dramatically, leading 
to such superficial thrills as Jurassic Park. 
If only someone had done the same for 
say, the dodo, maybe it wouldn’t be so 
universally ridiculed. Come on Spielberg! 

Box-ticking bureaucrats granted them 
a Grade I listing, though to modern eyes 
the beasts are underwhelming. But surely 
there is still a thrill in the monsters’ 
ruthless, bestial eyes? •
